WHY dettroy youth'* faith In 
Qod and hi* parent*? Th I* la what 
a few science teacher* ar* doing 
in high school and colteg*. 
An occasional teacher purposely 
aet* out a t th* beginning of a 
course to shock tho** students 
who have been brought up at 
home in certain reUgtotie beliefs 
and practices which this teacher 
supposes ars contrary to scien­ 
tific 
facta and 
theories. 
This 
teacher proceeds by ridiculing 
such religious beliefs and prac­ 
tices and to dub as benighted all 
persons holding to these beliefs. 
If he Is clever, he may not only 
shock some of his youthful stu­ 
dents but also cause them to look 
down on their parents. Accord­ 
ingly these youths m ay bacin to 
value lightly or to died aln the 
many moral Ideal! their parents 
tried to instill in them. 
Strained Relatione 
If such happens, there arui be 
strained relations between the 
youth and his parents. Been lf he 
tries to keep his loss of faith In 
his parents' teachings to himself, 
som ething very precious wlU hay* 
been destroyed, not to mention 
the strain upon the youth'! m en­ 
tal health. 
Some teachers of youths don't 
on purpose shatter the youth's 
faith In religion and his parents. 
Nevertheless, they may do this 
harm unawares. Indeed, these 
teachers may be very conscien­ 


tious about their teaching Va 
they may fail to understand t! t 
effect thereof on the youth and 
his relationships with his parent!. 
Many Facts 
In this age of science alien so 
many facts have been discovered. 
It seem s to me it would be absur ; 
not to expose youth to those facts 
which have been established us 
facts bsyond any question of 
doubt. It's not such facts that 
hav* shattered youth's faith rn 
Clod and his parents. Rather it s 
tbs philosophizing by teachers on 
these facts or assertion of farts 
which have not been wholly es­ 
tablished. 
lf the science teacher wishes to 
bs a real scientist he always win 
bs very careful to make clear to 
his students when he Is talking of 
facts and when he Is talking of 
theories. Moreover, he will be 
aware that m any youths will have 
trouble 
harm onising 
scientific 
facts with their religious beliefs. 
Wisely he will advise these youths 
to talk these m atters over with 
their spiritual teachers, rabbi, 
priest or pastor. Ha won’t stoop to 
ridicule anybody who doesn’t be­ 
lieve as he believes. He will teach 
with the humility of a really great 
scientist. 
Now suppoat your adolescent 
son or daughter tells you he 
d oesn t any longer believe the 
things about religion that you 
taught him? H its I shall try to 
answer tomorrow.
